MESSAGE. 


Gentlemen of the Council and House of Representatives : 


The temple of war is closed. No more shall ifs iron-mouthed 
and brazen-throated cannon peal forth dread ‘ misereres ” over half a 
thousand battlefields, where sleep their last sleep—the victor and the 
vanquished. No more shall the ear of night be pierced with the 
echoes of fierce assault and stubborn defense from encompassed and 
beleaguered cities. The conflict is over, and with it expired the 
cause. 

They who appealed to the last argument of kings, appealed in 
vain. The Constitution of our common country has been vindicated 
and the Union gallantly sustained. The destroyers have become 
restorers, and those who were the Jast in war have been the first to 
hail the glorious advent of peace. Each returning State is wel- 
comed with national joy; each renewed tie of the ancient fraternity 
of feeling is another evidence of the wisdom of the Government in 
its position—that Statehood may be suspended, but can only with 
anvihilation die. I heartily congratulate you as a source of pro- 
found gratitude ta the God of Nations, that the representatives of 
thirty-seven sovereigniies will assemble this December, as of yore, at 
the Capitol at Washington, over which the old flag floats with a new 
splendor, lighted by the Stately stars of perfect constellation. In 
older communities the many precedents, like lamps, guide the feet 
of the Legislators in the beaten way, but here in the paramount 
interest that presents itself, our legislation has no analogies. Per- 
sonal security.; protection of property ; the fostering of moral and 
material adyancement—will give wide scope for your judicious in- 
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vestigation and patient research. To your care, your wisdom, and 

your judgment, have been confided, in part, the welfare of the 

people of the Territory, and under such auspicious circumstances, 

may you, as Representatives, prove worthy of their fullest con- 
ence. 


COMMON SCHOOLS. 


Herewith, is respectfully submitted the report of the Superin- 
tendent of Public Instruction, containing the needed data for you 
to wisely consider in relation to our Territorial common school sys- 
tem, and wholesome suggestions in reference thereto. 

I would commend an amendment to the school law, empowering 
the people of the school districts to raise money by a special tax, 
for building schoolhouses. This power, by inadvertency, was not 
provided in the law when enacted, and is strongly recommended by 
the Superintendent of Public Instruction, who considers it absolute- 
ly necessary to the success of our system of common education.

AUDITOR AND TREASURER’S REPORT. 


T also transmit the reports of the Territorial Auditor and Terri- 
torial Treasurer, for your examination and consideration, the means 
of remedying the defects and wants in their various departments. 


MILITARY. 


Your attention is directed to the need which exists for a militia 
law, which will serve as an excellent auxiliary for the preservation 
of order in our midst, or defense from an unfriendly ebulition of 
temper on the part of the aborigines against our distant and far 
removed settlements. No words of mine are necessary to impress 
upon you the necessity of this measure, and the single fact that 
Idaho is the only Territory lacking this essential statute law, will 
carry with it its own argument and influence in its favor. 


DIVORCES. 


The course pursued by the late Territorial Legislature concern- 
ing granting of divorces, is one worthy of imitation. The Courts 
are the proper tribunals before which all such cases legitimately 
belong, and they should be rightly left to their jurisdiction. 
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TERRITORIAL AGRICULTURAL SOCIETY. 


For the better encouragement of ranchmen and farmers, who are 
making the valleys golden with grain, and who are growing in great 
perfection the most of our edible roots, as well as the fattening of 
kine; who, by their labors in man’s primeval occupation give 
health and prosperity tọ our growing community, I would sug- 
gest the propriety of incorporating a “ Territorial Agricultural 

ociety,” for improvement in the breeding of stock, as well as 
in the labors of the dairy; being confident that the annual 
fairs, as in other portions of the United States, would be promotive 
of great good and mutual benefit. Annual addresses and the dis- 
tribution of premiums, would be occasions where entertainments 
and instruction would most harmoniously blend. The comparison 
of different modes of culture, the gathering together of natural 
productions, as well as female handicraft; with the interesting. 
varieties of stock from home as well as that reared abroad; with 
each year changing the location of the fair from one of the larger 
places in the Territory to another; with the natural intermingling 
of citizens and interchange of ideas—could not but elevate us as 
a and still further as a young and promising common- 
wealth. 


FRANCHISES, 


Public roads are of primary importance for mail routes and passen- 
er routes, as the best means of communicating with the neighboring 
tates and Territories; in fact, unblest as we are by either a sea- 

board or navigable rivers at all seasons of the year, they are our 
main reliance for transportation of every kind, and should be 
fostered and improved throughout eyery portion of the Territory. 
Wherever chartered rights are granted, diay should be zealously 
guarded, and only given when reasonable security will guarantee 
the necessary expenditure, without which special franchises should 
be null and yoid. By leaving the matter of toll on roads and bridges 
to be fixed by the county commissioners of the several counties, it 
would place the subject more immediately in the hands of the people 
in their respective localities. 


SNAKE RIVER TO BE MADE NAVIGABLE. 


The few obstructions which exist to the navigation of the Sho- 
shone River, befween Wallula and Lewiston, ought and should be 
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remoyed. Asa matter of justice to Northern Idaho, I renew the 
recommendation that Congress be memorialized, and feel confident 
that by repeated exertion this desirable internal improvenient will 
at last be achieved. ne y = 


° MINT AND ASSAY OFFICE. 


An acknowledged necessity exists for the location of an assay 
office and mint within the confines of our Territory. The produc- 
tion, at the lowest approximate estimate, of seventeen millions of 
dollars in gold and silver for the last year, with the fairest prospect 
of a large increase on those figures in the future, is of itself a 
powerful ‘argument in its favor; add to this the burden imposed 
upon the honest miner by a tax of from five to eight per cent. in 
expense and transportation, ere his dust can be turned into dollars, 
and you have really so strong a case thatit does not seem possible 
that Congress will long negative a memorial of the Territorial Legis- 
lature in its favor. The mint and assay office of Dahlonaga, in 
the State of Georgia, was established when the production of gold 
of that State was computed by only as many thousands as ours is 
of millions; and eyen now, gold-producing States have had granted 
both mints and assay offices, while depending upon the gold and 
silver produced beyond their borders. It is but just here to remark, 
that Legal Tender Notes are sold higher for gold in Idaho than in 
San Francisco or New York; no better evidence could be given of 
the faith of the people in the stability of the Government, or their 
loyalty to the Union. 

Your attention to this matter is sincerely desired, as preéminently 
right and proper. - 


LEWISTON WAGON ROAD TO HELENA. 


It is left to your discretion whether it would not he well to 
memorialize Congress for an appropriation for the construction of a 
road from Lewiston, in Northern Idaho, to Helena, in the Territory 
of Montana, via the Lolo Fork and Bitterroot Valley. From the 
rapidly-increasing trade in that direction, and the late important 
discoveries in the Blackfoot country of the precious metals, as well 
as the difficulties attendant upon the navigation of the head-waters 
of the Missouri River, this route is the nearest now known between. 
the two points named. Laden pack mules haye made the trip in 
less than twelve days. ‘The commerce once secured by a passable 
highway, the benefits would be incalculable in opening up the 
country for settlement as well as render permanent, what is now but 
a temporary trade and intercourse from the Pacific slope.

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MULLAN ROAD. 


A memorial for an appropriation from Congress for clearing the 
obstructions in the Mullan wagon road is recommended. Ranches 
are already being located in the valleys of the Palouse, the Lahtoh, 
and on the plains of the Spokane River, and the new discoveries 
of gold-bearing ledges in the Coeur d’Alene Mountains give great 
promise for the future of this outlet to the Columbia River. It also 
would facilitate the communication ‘ith forts Benton and Union, its 
most eastern terminus, through a grazing and timbered country, 
capable of yielding a rich return to the settler.

MAILS. 


The subject is again renewed of the want of proper mail service, 
both daily and tri-weekly. In many parts of the Territory it works 
great hardship from the high price of express letter postage. Con- 
gress, by declaring post routes, can alone remedy-this great incon- 
venience. 


RAILROAD FROM SALT LAKE TO THE COLUMBIA RIVER. 


After a careful series of soundings at.low water it has been found 
that the Snake or Shoshone River can be made navigable at a nom- 
inal expense from Old’s Ferry to Salmon Falls, a distance of two 
hundred and fifty miles, thus making an important link in the chain 
of railroad communication from the north end of Great Salt Lake 
to Wallula via Grand Ronde Valley and Walla Walla, over the 
lowest pass of the Blue Mountains. 

With about one hundred miles of navigation on Great Salt Lake, 
we haye less than four hundred miles of railroad to build to render 
a branch Pacific railroad a success, whose entrepôt will be Portland, 
and its terminus Great Salt Lake City. This route is some five 
hundred miles nearer China and Japan than the trunk route through 
Nevada and California, and by your indorsement of the state of 
facts in a proper way by memorial, it cannot fail to attract favorably 
the attention of Congress, that we may have the same chartered 
rights and government bounty to induce its construction that has 
been given to other measures of a similar character, Thus the 
Columbia River, the natural avenue of commerce, would attract the 
trade of the Orient and Occident, as well as form the last grand link 
in this truly national highway. Oregon, as well as the territories of 
Montana and Washington, will be largely the gainers by its progress 
and completion. 
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TERRITORIAL BUILDINGS. 


The want of territorial buildings at the capital—not only cham- 
bers for the Council and Representatives, but offices for the execu- 
tive and other departments—can only be remedied by strengthening — 
the hands of our delegate by an appeal to Congress, in a plain; 
concise statement of our actual needs. 

Other Territories have had liberal appropriations, and why not 
Tdaho? One hundred thousand dollars is a sum we might reasona- 
bly expect for such necessary buildings from the benevolent care 
of the best of Governments, and, if properly urged, it is earnestly 
hoped our prayer will be granted. 


. IDAHO’S INDUCEMENTS FOR IMMIGRATION. 


The following localities, in good paying placer diggings, have 
been wrought with success the past year, and in a majority of them 
gold and silver-bearing quartz ledges are being developed: 

Elk City, Ore Fino, Clearwater Station, Salmon River, Miller’s 
Camp, Warren’s Diggings, Meadow Creek, Snake River bars, Gold 
Fork on the Payette, Boise Basim—embracing Placerville, Center- 
ville, Pioneer City, Idaho City, Buena Vista Bar, and Moorestown. 

The Owyhee District, embracing Boonville, Ruby and Silver 
w. War Eagle and Sterling mountains, Flint, Mammoth, and 

teele. : 

Volcano District, with Wood River, while South Boise—embrac- 
ing Esmeralda, Rocky Bar, Red Warrior, Bear Creek, Elk Creek, 
Yuba, Silver Mountain, and Silver Creek—aitract much attention 
from each new development. 

New mines on Bear River, and in the Goose Creek Mountains ; 
also, in the vicinity of Lemhi and Soda Springs, have been reported 
from authorities entitled to confidence.

Valley lands of great fertility await the grain-grower, and bound- 
less fields of the best pasturage for the herder and grazer. 
healthy climate, an exhilarating atmosphere, with a warm welcome 
to all those who come to make this their home. 
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ROUTES TO NEVADA AND CALIFORNIA. 


During the last year, two new travel routes have been opened: 
one from Ruby City via Camp Lyon, Camp Alvord, Surprise Val- 
ley, Goose Lake, and Fort Crook to Red Bluff, California. The 
other, from the same starting-point, via Camp Bidwell, Starr City, 
and Susanville, to Chico, on the Sacramento River. 

Upon the latter a mail contract was let, but owing to the hostile 
demonstrations by the Indians of Northern Nevada, Eastern Ore- 
gon, and Southern Idaho, has been partially abandoned. 

The thanks of Idaho are due to the late department commander, 
Major-General McDowell, for the establishment of military posts 
upon these routes, the furnishing of escorts, and the great interest 
he so cordially manifested in protecting all the people who have 
traversed these thoroughfares. 

Arrangements are now in progress and efforts are being made 
which, during the coming year, will tend, without a doubt, to ren- 
der safe from Indian outrages the ingress and egress to and from 
our Territory. 

No one can sympathize more deeply than I do with the victims 
of Indian spoliations, and the red man must sooner or later learn that 
it is not only to their interet, but they are obliged to live in quiet- 
ude and peace with their white neighbors, 

Much has been done, but much remains to do, and no lack of 
effort or energy on my part shall be wanting to attain the great 
result of freedom from annoyance from those I will cheerfully labor 
to render permanently ‘friendly. 

It is anticipated that the coming year will witness these routes 
most thoroughly established, and the intercourse with Nevada and 
California proportionately increased in value and importance.

WEALTH OF IDAHO. 


A bird’s-eye view of the accumulating discoveries in our mineral 
resources, reveals that we have no less than three thousand gold 
and silyer-bearing quartz ledges, graded in their value as in their . 
richness, and new discoveries and new locations are being made 
almost daily. 

The width of these -Jodes or leads varies from three to thirty 
feet, and the prospect from twenty to five hundred dollars to the 
ton. 
Lacated usually where water-power and timber are in abund- 
ance, they offer the highest inducements to the enterprising capi- 
talists whose investments can rarely fail of being of the most remu-

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Among the other useful ores which have been discovered within 
the last year, tin, cinnabar, copper, lead, and iron in many forms 
are of the first value; yet platina, antimony, nickel, bismuth, iridi- 
um, and rhodium, simple or compounded with other minerals, are 
found in various localities. But this is not all; beds of the best coal, 
both anthracite and bituminous, with rock salt, sulphur, and gypsum, 
(better known as the fertilizmg plaster of commerce) while the 
most precious of gems, the diamond, has been discovered in our 
gulches——all give you a feeling foretaste of the-illimitable extent 
of Idaho’s varied mineral wealth, when the hand of man shall have 
unbosomed her hidden treasures. 

The wide extent of our auriferous quartz lodes and leads are 
rivaled only by argentiferous mountain ledges-striated, laminated, 
and foliated with silver in chlorides, sulphurets, arsenical, antimo- 
nial, and virgin. This presents a fabulous array of marvelous 
deposits which will require the industry of ages to develop and 
exhaust.

In accordance with the provisions of the Organic Act, it will be. 
my desire to concur in all legislation which shall tend to harmonize 
the conflicting interests of all sections of the Territory that you, in 
your best judgment, may see fit to enact. In your deliberations, 
may you be guided by Him “who doeth all things well,” and be ~ 
kept in health and peace of mind in obedience to His divine will.

Mr: President: 


Your Committee on Territorial Affairs, to whom was referred 
Council Bill number thirty-five, relative to the reapportionment of 
the Members of the Legislative Assembly, have the honor to report, 
that, after careful examination, they find that the proposed change 
in the apportionment affects only the counties of Alturas and Owy- 
hee, giving to each of said counties an additional member in the 
Council and House. 

We believe, Mr. President, that representation should be based, ~ 
as nearly as possible, upon actual population resident in the several 
counties. Viewing the bill in this light, we have examined the 
returns on file in the Territorial Secretary’s office, after the last 
election, and we find that at the general election in August last, 
Owyhee County polled a total vote of seven hundred and seventy- 
nine; Alturas, seven hundred and forty; and Boise County, four 
thousand and thirty. 

This bill provides for increasing the representation only of 
Owyhee and Alturas Counties, each one member in both Council 
and House. The above figures show a voting population in Boise 
. County nearly equal to six times that of each of said counties of 
Owyhee and Alturas; but this bill asks for one representative, 
equal to one-half of that of Boise County, and Alturas to nearly 
as much in the House, and one-half in the Council. This is man- 
ifestly unjust to the people of Boise County, as under the present 
apportionment that county has but a small representation compared 
with that of other counties. For instance: the proportion of the 
representatives in the Council to the voting population in Boise 
County is as one to one thousand and seven, while in Owyhee the 
proportion is as one to seven hundred and seventy-nine; Alturas, 
one to seven hundred and forty. 

Under this bill the disproportion would be enormous. ‘While that 
of Boise County would be as one to one thousand and seven, that 
of Alturas would be as one to three hundred and seventy, and that 
of Owyhee as one to three hundred and eighty-nine. In the House 
the disproportion would be also entirely unfair and unjust to the 

ople. 

SOE comparing the Assessor’s returns for said counties for the 
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year eighteen hundred and sixty-five, on the valuation of property 
in each, the disproportion is also as strikingly manifest, as will be 
seen by reference to the report of the Territorial Auditor. 

We view the fact that the apportionment made last year was 

extremely liberal to both of said counties, granting a representa- 
tion to each of them more than eight times greater than that 
allowed to Boise County, as shown by the election returns of the 
preceding year. - 
Your committee are of the opinion that said-counties should be 
satisfied with the présent apportionment until the actual population 
of these counties has been increased to a proportion which requires 
an increase. 

Your committee would therefore respectfully recommend that 
said bill be indefinitely postponed. i

The Committee appointed to prepare Standing Rules for the 
government of thé Legislative Council of the Territory of Idaho, 
would respeetfully report the following rules, and recommend their 
adoption.

The Council shall chose by ballot, one of the members to occupy 
the Chair, who shall be entitled Prusmpent or tHe Counc, and 
who shall hold his office during the session thereof, unless he be 
removed therefrom by a vote of two-thirds of the members present.

The President shall take the Ghair at the hour to which the 

Council shall have adjourned, shall immediately call the members 

, to order, and on the appearance of a quorum shall cause the Jour- 
nal of the preceding day to be read and corrected. 


Ii. 


He shall preserve order and decorum, may speak to points of 
order in preference to other members, rising from his seat for that 
purpose, and shall decide questions of order, subject to an appeal 
to the Council by any member, and said appeal shall prevail when 
voted for by two-thirds of the members present. ;

He shall rise to put a question, but may state it sitting.

JOINT RULES 


OF THE 


COUNCIL AND HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES. 


I. 


In every case of an amendment of a Bill agreed to in one House 
and dissented from in another, if either House shall request a con- 
ference and appoint a Committee to confer, the other House shall 
appoint a like Committee; and such Committees shall meet at a 
convenient hour, to be agreed upon by their respective Chairmen, 
and shall confer upoh the differences between the two Houses, and 
shall report as early as convenient the result of their conference to 
their respective Houses for their action.

When a Message shall be sent from either House, it shalt be 
‘announced at the door by the Doorkeeper, and shall he respectfully 
communicated to the Chair by the person by whom it may be sent. 


It. 


Messages shall be sent by the Secretary, Clerk, or by such per- 
son as a sense of propriety of each House may determine to be 


proper. . 
° IY. 
Notice of the action of either House to the other, shall be on 


aper, and under the signature of the Secretary -or Clerk of the 
House from which such notice is to be conveyed. 
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After a Bill shall have passed both Houses, it shall be duly 
enrolled by the Enrolling Clerk of the House of Representatives, or 
of the Council, as the Bill may have originated in the one or 
the other House, before it shall be presented to the Governor of 
the Territory.

When Bills are enrolled they shall be examined by the Enrolling 
Committee of the House in which they originated, who shall care- 
fully compare the enrollment with the engrossed Bill, as passed 
in the two Houses, and correcting any errors that may be dis- 
coyered in the enrolled Bill, make their report forthwith in the 
House in which the Bill originated.

After an examination and report, each Bill shall be signed by 
the respective Houses: first by the Speaker of the House of 
Representatives, then by the President of the Council.

After a Bill shall have been thus signed in each House, it shall 
be presented by the Enrolling Committee of the House in which 
it originated, to the Governor of the Territory for his approval 
Gt being first endorsed on the back of the roll by the Secretary 
or Clerk, as the case may be, certifying in which House the Bill 
originated). The said Committee shall report the day of presen- 
tation to the Governor, which time shall be carefully entered on 
the Journals of the House in which the Bill originated.

All Orders, Resolutions, and Votes, which are to be presented 
to the Governor of the Territory for his approbation, shall also, 
in the same manner, be previously enrolled, examined and signed, 
and shall be presented in the same manner, and by the same 
Committee, as provided in the case of Bills.

` When the Council and House of Representatives shall judge 
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it proper to make a joint address to the Governor, it shall be 
presented to him in his audience chamber, by the President of 
the Council, in the presence of the Speaker and both Houses.

When a Bill or Resolution which shall have passed in one House 
is rejected by the other, notice thereof shall be given to the 
House in which thet same shall have passed.

When a Bill or Resolution which has been passed in one House 
shall be rejected in the other, it shall not be brought in during 
the same session without a notice of five days and leave of two- 
thirds of that House in which it shall be renewed.

Each House shall transmit to the other papers on which any 
Bill or Resolution shall be founded.

After each House shall have once adhered to their disagreement, 
a Bill or Resolution shall be lost.

No Bill or Resolution that shall have passed the House of Rep- 
resentatives and Council shall be presented to the Governor for his 
approval on the last day of the Session.

No appropriations of money, for any purpose whateyer, shall be 
made except by Bill.

There shall be a Joint Standing Committee of one from each 
House, who shall examine all matter proposed to be printed by con- 
current order, and shall report what parts of such matter it is need- 
ful to print.

Noi increase of pay of any officer or attaché of the Council or 
House of Representatives shall be made by resolution except “by a 
two-thirds vote of each House.

All Concurrent or Joint Resolutions which relate-to or contain 
communications to the Federal Government, shall be treated in all 
respects as Bills. 


XX. 
When any Bill or Resolution shall be introduced in one House, 
notice thereof shall be immediately transmitted’ to the other House.
